A $5,000 damage suit was filed

The plaintiff states that he was 


driving an automobile west on 
the Rushville-Shelbyville pike a 
mile west of Rushville on the 
morning of December 18, 1929, 
and that an agent for the ferti- 
lizer company was driving a 
company truck for the hauling 
of dead animals north on a pri- 
vate driveway entering the pub- 
lic highway. . 


The suit states that the view 


of both drivers was obstructed 
by bushes, fences, poles, etc., and 
that the weather that morning 
was cold and rainy, the water 
freezing on the windshield and 
glass of the truck as soon as it 
fell. The suit furthermore claims 
that the driver of truck has de- 
fective eyesight and that he 
drove the truck carelessly and 
unlawfully out onto the main 
road with the result that 
Thorpe's car collided with the 
truck. 


The plaintiff asserts that as a 


result of collision he was in- 
jured about the head, limbs and 
body and that his teeth, lower 
lip, head near the right ear and 
his nervous system were perma- 
nently injured.

Clark, charged with murder of 


Chief of Police Jenkiris, was re- 
moved from the custody of the 
three deputies sheriff on duty at 
about one o'clock and taken on 
his death ride in one of the au-

He was shot with his 
own gun. Clark at that time was 
an escaped convict. Officers said 
he confessed to killing Chief 
Jenkins, but said the shooting 
was accidental during the scuf- 
fle.
